(1) the species in which the resin and 
emul- r iifier are dissolved in a good 
solvent while a non-solvent is added 
dropwise to create the emulsion (see 
plaim 12 for reference) , 

and 

(2) the species wherein the resin is a 
polyvinyl butyral resin (see claim 
16) . 

This election is made without traverse but without prejudice to 
the prosecution of claims to the non-elected species either in 
the present application (if a generic claim is found allowable) 
or in one or more divisional applications. 

Claims readable on the elected species (1), including 
generic claims, are claims 11, 12, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20 



and 21. Claims readable on the elected species (2), including 
generic claims, are claims 11, 12, 13, 14, 16, 17, 18, 19 and 
20. 

Thus, the claims readable on both elected species (1) and 
(2), including generic claims, are claims 11, 12, 14, 16, 17, 
18, 19 and 20.
